The Onion’s ex-editor ‘heartsick’ 
over Chariie Hebdo kiiiings

When Scott Dikkers was the editor of The 
Onion in the late 1990s, the satirical news- 
paper pubhshed a series of holiday cartoons 
mocking Christianity 

In one, the Easter bunny was crucified. In 
another, child molestation references dogged 
Catholicism, Dikkers said. 

The cartoons drew ire from a man who sent 
“manifestos calling for us to be killed,” Dik- 
kers said. Then one day the man befieved to 
be behind the threats walked into The On- 
ion’s offices, which were in Madison, Wis. 

The office didn’t have a security guard, Dik- 
kers said. But he reasoned with the man, who 
ended up leaving the offices peacefully Later, 
the man was spotted on the street passing out 
the manifestos with the death threats against 
The Onion, so the newspaper got a restrain- 
ing order against the man, Dikkers said. 

“It was scary but it’s like the o.i percent of 
anybody’s job that is scary” said Dikkers, who 
worked for The Onion on and off from 1988 to 


2013 and recently de- 
veloped the curricu- 
lum for Onion course- 
work at Second City 
Dikkers, who lives 
in Ravenswood, said 
he was “heartsick” 
when he heard the 
news about the 12 peo- 
ple killed in a Wednesday attack at the French 
satirical newspaper Charfie Hebdo, which 
was known for lampooning Islam. 

Dikkers said he rarely worried about vio- 
lence against The Onion even after the news- 
paper received death threats. The newspaper 
didn’t get a security guard until it moved of- 
fices from Madison to New York City in 2001, 
Dikkers said. 

The Onion moved to Chicago in 2012 and 
now work from a building with security, Dik- 
kers said. Current Onion staffers did not re- 
turn requests for comment. When The On- 
ion began in 1988, the newspaper hoped for 


a strong reaction from readers, Dikkers said. 

“You want to provoke a strong reaction be- 
cause then you know the satire is working,” 
Dikkers said. “Obviously we don’t want a vio- 
lent reaction because that’s just uncivilized. 
We hoped for people to sue us and for people 
to get really angry with us and that happened 
a lot and we were delighted.” 

Dikkers said The Onion didn’t change its 
pohcies to assuage angry readers when he was 
editor and he expects The Onion will main- 
tain the status quo despite the French attacks. 

On Wednesday, The Onion published an 
article about the attacks with the headUne, 
“It Sadly Unclear Whether This Article Will 
Put Lives At Risk.” 

Dikkers said satirists should be protected 
but there’s no need “to go overboard” with 
armed guards. 

“The freedom to write what we want to 
write is our right,” Dikkers said. “It’s the First 
Amendment, and it’s important.”

Paris suspects 
still on the loose 
day after attack

France mourned its dead Thursday amid 
a national sense of alarm as law enforce- 
ment authorities using a massive drag- 
net searched for two brothers suspected 
in the Wednesday massacre of a dozen 
people at a satirical newspaper in Paris. 

As of early Friday, brothers Said and 
Cherif Kouachi, Paris natives report- 
edly with links to al-Qaida, had eluded a 
police hunt focused on several northern 
French towns where the fugitives were 
reportedly seen robbing a gas station 
and looking for a hide-out. 

Nine people, members of the broth- 
ers’ entourage, have been detained for 
questioning in several regions. In all, 
90 people, many of them witnesses to 
the grisly assault on the satirical weekly 
Charhe Hebdo, were questioned about 
the attackers. Interior Minister Bernard 
Cazeneuve said in a statement. 

A third suspect, Mourad Hamyd, 
surrendered Wednesday evening after 
hearing his name linked to the attacks. 
French authorities told the newspaper 
Le Monde early Thursday that he faced 
no charges in the incident. 

Jarring France further, two mosques 
in France were firebombed Thursday 
and a police officer was killed in Mon- 
trouge, on the southern edge of Paris. 
However, Cazeneuve told reporters 
there was no known link between that 
killing and the attack on Charlie Hebdo. 


The world reacts 

» Declaring that “terror Is no match 
for freedom,” President Obama paid 
his respects at the French Embassy In 
Washington, writing In a condolence 
book. “We go forward together know- 
ing that terror Is no match for freedom 
and Ideals we stand for-ldeals that 
light the world.” He signed off with 
“Vive la Francel” 

» Germany’s biggest-selling dally. 

Bild, filled the top half of Its front 
page with the headline “Cowardly 
Murderers!” and printed a black back 
page with the words “Je suis Charlie”— 
“I am Charlie”-a slogan that went 
viral on social media within hours of 
Wednesday’s terror attack. 

» Across Britain, police forces 
paused for two minutes at 10:30 a.m. 
Thursday-24 hours after the shoot- 
ings— to remember the 12 victims in 
Paris, who included two French police 
officers.

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Take it off: No Pants 
Subway Ride is back

Every year at about this time, Justin Hardesty 
of Edgewater dresses in a priest costiune and 
hops on the CTA’s Red Line at the Loyola stop 
in Rogers Park with dozens of other riders. 

Somewhere on the North Side, Hardesty 
typically drops his pants and reveals two pairs 
of underwear— black-and-white striped box- 
ers on top of white briefs. 

He rides the Red Line until he reaches the 
Roosevelt stop in the South Loop, partici- 
pates in a dance party and boards a train back 
to the North Side, pantless all the while. 

This year will be no different. Hardesty is 
the longtime organizer of the Chicago edition 
of the No Pants Subway Ride, a global event 
started by an improv group in New ’Vbrk more 
than a decade ago. The event doesn’t raise 
money or awareness for anything other than 
having fun riding the train without pants, 
Hardesty said.

Police say girl was 
sexually abused on 
CTA bus this week

A girl was sexually abused aboard a CTA 
bus on the city’s Near West Side this week, 
according to Chicago police. 

The girl was riding a bus with her moth- 
er at about lO a.m. Tuesday in the vicin- 
ity of 1500 W Polk St. when a man about 
25-30 years old touched her inappropriately, 
according to police. Authorities declined to 
go into detail about the exact nature of the 
touching, but said a police officer filled out 
a criminal sexual abuse report. 

The child’s mother apparently didn’t 
know what happened until the girl told her 
later in the day, Chicago police said. Her 
mother reported it to police, and the girl 
was taken to Lurie Children’s Hospital; the 
child was in good condition, police said. 

A police spokesman declined to give the 
girl’s age and said he did not know which 
CTA route the bus was driving. 

A CTA spokeswoman declined to say 
whether there were cameras on the bus, 
but said if there were, the footage would be 
provided to the police. The spokeswoman 
declined to provide further details.

Cold-weather death toll up to 10 656 


Latest victim is 51-year-old 
man found in portable 
toilet in Belmont Cragin

Hypothermia contributed to the death of a 
51-year-old man Wednesday, bringing to to the 
total of cold-related deaths in Cook County 
since November, the medical examiner’s of- 
fice said Thursday 

Marek Bobak was found dead in a portable 
toilet on the Northwest Side in the 2900 
block of North Central Avenue, in Belmont 
Cragin, according to police and the medical 
examiner’s office. The causes of his death 
were listed by the medical examiner as ath- 
erosclerosis, or a buildup of plaque in the ar- 
teries, and hypothermia from cold exposure. 

The others who died were six men and 
three women, ranging in age from 46 to 99, 
county spokesman Frank Shuftan said. In 
each case, cold exposure or hypothermia was 


the primary or contributing cause of death, he 
said. The medical examiner’s office measures 
“winter” according to the season’s first and 
last recorded hypothermia-related deaths. 
The first cold death this season occurred 
Nov 20, Shuftan said. 

“There are just different circumstances 
around every single case,” Shuftan said, add- 
ing that some but not all of the people were 
homeless. 

The number of people who have died, 
when compared with previous winters, is not 
abnormal at this point in the season. In the 
13 years before the 2013-14 winter, the average 
number of cold-related deaths for the full sea- 
son was 18. 

Last winter— during which Chicago had 
record-breaking low temperatures— 32 cold- 
related deaths were counted from Oct. 24, 
2013, through April 3, 2014, Shuftan said. 

Meanwhile, some Chicago-area hospitals 
said Thursday that their emergency rooms 


have not been flooded with cold-related in- 
juries or illnesses despite the week’s subzero 
temperatures. In fact, patient volume at the 
ER often dips when it’s so cold, said Eileen 
Brassd, manager of the Northwestern Me- 
morial Hospital emergency department. 

“Like many hospitals, during extremely 
cold weather, our patient volume dips a 
little,” said Brassil, a registered nurse, in 
an email. “When temperatures fall below 
zero, people stay home from school and 
from work. They know the safest place to 
be is indoors. Then our volumes go right 
back up once things warm up a little.” 

A spokesman at University of Chicago 
Medicine said the ER had seen little activ- 
ity, though there was a woman in her 70s 
who suffered frostbite to her fingertips 
after taking her gloves off to try opening 
her frozen car doors for about a half-hour. 

She was treated and released, hospital 
spokesman John Easton said.

Three years passed between David 
Oyelowo’s reading the “Selma” script and 
being cast in the starring role as 
Dr. Martin Luther Kingjr. Another four 
went by before the movie was made. But 
the now-38-year-old English actor never 
lost track of the role, keeping a file of 
articles, books, documentaries and other 
footage of the iconic civil rights leader. 
This also didn’t hurt: 


“I had {these} amazing circumstances of 
doing four films, which between them covered 
150 years of black history in this country” said 
Oyelowo, who’s nearly guaranteed a best actor 
Oscar nom for the film, at the Ritz-Carlton 
Hotel. “Playing a unionist soldier in ‘Lincoln,’ 
and then a fighter pilot in ‘Red Tails,’ and then 
a preacher in ‘The Help,’ and then covering the 
20th century pretty much in ‘[Lee Daniels’] 
The Butler.’” 

He’s extraordinary in “Sehna” (opening 
Friday), in which Dr. King leads protests in 
Sehna, Ala., that result in the Voting Rights 
Act of 1965. The movie is great for many rea- 
sons, including the contemporary relevance of 
unprosecuted police-on-black-citizen violence 
and the effort by 42-year-old director Ava Du- 
Vemay— expected to be the first-ever woman 
of color to earn a best director nomination— 
to portray King as a person, not a glowing, 
otherworldly hero. 


David, did you find it more chaiienging to 
achieve something semi-tangibie iike 
Dr. King’s voice or something more intangible 
like his authority and determination? 

DAVID OYELOWO: The intangible that was 
absolutely necessary to capture, which was 
by no means guaranteed, was, “Who is the 
man behind the voice and the physicaHty?” ... 
There is something going on with him when 
he’s giving a speech. There is a reason that he’s 
one of the most celebrated orators in history 
It’s because it’s not just the words; it’s the man 
from whom the words are coming and the 
conviction with which he is defivering them. 
That’s what I had to go and find. And ... who is 
that man when he is at home with his wife and 
kids? Who is that man when he is in a moment 
of doubt, in a moment of pain, in a moment 
of angst? And where is the thread between the 
two? Those are the intangibles; you want to 
make sure it doesn’t feel like they’re two differ- 
ent human beings. My job was coloring in the 
blanks, in a sense. 

The best way to do that was, I feel, to join 
my humanity to his. I don’t know what it’s like 
to be a man of his conviction, but I know what 


you’re saying: It’s lifeless. It’s not three-dimen- 
sional. It’s not a man; it’s a statue, it’s a holiday 
It’s not real. ...When you don’t allow him to 
be a person, then you don’t get a good story 
I think that might be a reason why I have a 
distance to some historical dramas that I’ve 
seen in the past. You’re basically watching a 
history lesson, which is nothing that either of 
us wanted do. Why make that? 

And a lot of those history lessons, when 
dealing with race relations, end on a note as 
if, “And then everything was fine after that.” 
Which “Seima” wiseiy doesn’t do. 


it’s like to be a father of four because I have 
four kids. I know what it is to be married. I 
knowwhat it is to have friends. I know what it 
is to have fears and doubts. Those are universal 
truths for me that I felt I could bring to the 
audience, and hopefully that {would} make 
them connect to Dr. King. 

You’ve both taiked about not wanting to 
approach him as an icon. What’s the other 
version of this movie that you’re giad it isn’t?

At times there’s a sense of “Selma” 
packing in relevant real-life participants 
it doesn’t have time to properly ad- 
dress; you recognize faces on the fringes 
without quite knowing their value. In 
a movie so focused on a mission the 
details of the central character can get 
lost, and I can’t help but feel director 
Ava DuVernay and first-time writer Paul 
Webb fumble with King’s personal life 
and the context necessary to establish 
his place in the movement. 

Yet this is a film of great power and 
integrity fiercely attentive to the tip- 
ping point of progress and the difficult 
decisions that push it forward. It’s firm 
as a fist and tmwavering as the person 
determined not to use it as a weapon.

A Strange, trippy, excellent mystery 


Hovering dazedly 
between “Chinatown” 
and “The Big Leb- 
owski” (with tidbits 
of “L.A. Confiden- 
tial”), “Inherent Vice” 
surely is the most 
consistently sideways 
movie Paul Thomas Anderson (“Magnolia,” 
“Boogie Nights”) has ever made. It’s often 
funny in ways that don’t make you laugh. It’s a 
mystery with eight tentacles that seem to be- 
long to eight different octopi. If you don’t get 
on its wavelength, you may hate it. I dug it. 

Set in 1970 and proud of it, the story, 
adapted by Anderson from Thomas Pyn- 
chon’s novel, involves private investigator 
Doc Sportello’s (Joaquin Phoenix) attempt to 
find his missing ex-girlfriend Shasta (Kather- 
ine Waterston) and real estate mogul Mickey 
Wolfmann (Eric Roberts) while L.A. police

officer/part-time actor Bigfoot Bjornsen 
(Josh Brolin) suspects Doc of murder. Sort of 
Not really This movie is a run-on sentence of 
a puzzle of a fog, wonderfully disoriented and 
right in line with the behind-the-beat curios- 
ity Phoenix brings to Doc. He’s like a smarter 
version of The Dude who’s still frequently 
confused and ready to snort, distracted by his 
fleeting sense that comprehension and love 
he beyond his grasp. On the fringes, Benicio 
Del Toro, Reese Witherspoon, Owen Wilson, 
Jena Malone and Martin Short all do some- 
thing memorable with small roles. 

Anderson’s last film, “The Master” (the 
best movie of 2012), was extraordinarily 
challenging, dense in all the right ways. It’s 


difficult to say what exists at the center of 
“Inherent Vice,” or if the movie, embodying 
misunderstanding in a time of change, spins 
itself in dizzy circles. There’s certainly noth- 
ing made of the early recognition of history 
repeating itself as minorities are moved out 
of the way for major urban developments. 
And that Doc achieves any success in his in- 
vestigation is something of a head-scratcher, 
what with the ways this story spreads itself 
out and drools onto the beach. 

But it’s also a fantastically acted, intoxicat- 
ing kick of stoned paranoia, alive with the 
era’s hippies and hippie haters and a society 
lingering on the edges of a scared, unhappy 
world. You walk out feeling like the movie 
and the planet are kinda like the Ouija board 
that Doc and Shasta are sure will lead them 
to their next score (at least in terms of how 
they view the board): intriguing, misleading 
and more profound for being unknown.

•••• A double whammy of long and 
slow, “Leviathan” Isn’t underwhelming for those 
reasons. There are plenty of long, slow movies 
that achieve great power. But this 140-minute 
Russian drama isn’t one of them. It contains 
two significant plotlines, neither of which il- 
luminates anything other than a corrupt soci- 
ety’s ability to screw people over and writers 
arbitrarily introducing infidelity to drive a story.

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A VETERAN SEAFOOD RESTAURATEUR 
REBOOTS WITH FAHLSTROM’S IN LAKEVIEW

ometimes life is like a bowl of cereal. It can be engaging, always offering something to 
chew on. Other times, it can turn in to a soggy mess, like it did when veteran seafood 
restaurateur Glenn Fahlstrom (Davis Street Fish Market, Jonathan Livingston Sea- 
food) found himself embroiled in a legal dispute with his business partners over his namesake 
Glenn’s Diner (1820 W Montrose Ave.) in 2012. Instead of seeing out a protracted disagree- 
ment in court to the bitter end, Fahlstrom cut bait and opened Fahlstrom’s Fresh Fish Market 
last month in Lakeview 

At Fahlstrom’s, he’s recreated the very best parts of Glenn’s: the rotating chalkboard seafood 
specials menu, the egg-heavy weekend brunch and, yes, the famous cereal wall. But he’s also 
gone a step further by adding a seafood market and what he hopes becomes a PotbeUy- 
esque seafood sandwich takeout business. I stopped in to see if Fahlstrom’s is shap- 
ing out to be a watered-down imitation or an improvement over the original. 



The scene: “We get everyone from 17 to 70 
[years old] because of the product we offer,” 
Fahlstrom said. That’s no lie. On a recent 
Saturday night, a couple of teens texted while 
snacking on crabcakes at one table while 
ladies-night-out groups guzzled white wine at 
another. The stroller mafia— young parents 
toting disposable Mickey Mouse placemats 
and their Pepperidge Farm goldfish-gum- 
ming progeny— invaded the rest of the din- 
ing room, trimmed with mahogany-colored 
wood and chalkboard menus.

Likes: Fahlstrom’s menu is the 
“Ulysses” of diner menus: a 
stream of culinary conscious- 
ness codifying everything from 
burgers and blue tilapia to waffles 
and whitefish. Every seafood fantasy is 
within reach, but you could go crazy without 
a plan. Mine was to focus on the chalkboard 
seafood menu offerings. You will not get 
fancy platings with most of the fish, but 
rather a thick and hearty sauce plus a side 
of parmesan-dusted potatoes and perfectly 
grilled asparagus. Thick meaty scallops are

grilled until golden and enrobed in a sherry 
cream sauce filled with bacon lardons and 
knobby pan-sauteed mushrooms, probably 
my favorite dish of the night ($27.95). I was 
also a big fan of the smoky trout dip ($9. 95), 
thick clam chowder ($3.99 a cup) and the key 
lime pie. I doubt there’s abetter slice served 
in Chicago than this, thanks to its tangy, but- 
tery curd and toasty graham cracker crust. 

Gripes: My server was effusive but noncom- 
mittal. According to him, everything on offer 
was great and he couldn’t just isolate 
a few dishes, which is pretty rough 
when it feels like there are a 
hundred dishes to choose from. 
When pressed, he recommend- 
ed the pan-fried Peruvian blue-

tilapia (S19.95) encrusted with 


crushed Applejacks cereal. This 
thin cutlet mottled with green and 
orange bits is one of Fahlstrom’s most 
popular dishes; to me, it looked like stuffed 
animal roadkiU. Though crispy on the outside 
and juicy inside, the saccharine cinnamon-ap- 
ple taste stuck at the back of my throat with 
every bite. I also had high hopes for the New 
Orleans barbecued shrimp (S19.95). This 
regional specialty invented at Pascal’s Manale

THE CEREAL WALL 

Wooden cubbies stuffed with a grocer’s 
aisle of full-size cereal boxes were a trade- 
mark feature at Glenn’s Diner. “I knew I 
wanted to serve cereal, and not the mini- 
boxes so many diners have, so I brought a 
full-size box with me as I looked at real es- 
tate,” former owner Glenn Fahlstrom said. 
“I looked at 30 restaurants in eight days, 
and I kid you not, the last place we looked 
at on Montrose, it was a former tapas res- 
taurant. They had these wooden cubbies 
which held Spanish artifacts and whatnot. 
I put the cereal box inside one and it fit 
perfectly.” Fahlstrom recreated the cereal 
display in his new restaurant, Fahlstrom’s 
Fish Market, and $4.99 will buy you the 
cereal of your choice with fresh fruit and a 
carafe of ice cold milk. 


and perfected at Mr. B’s Bistro, features un- 
peeled head-on shrimp swimming in a brack- 
ish brew of butter, garlic and Worcestershire 
sauce, all dusted with cayenne. It’s definitely 
not the cloying barbecue sauce- and butter- 
drizzled concoction Fahlstrom’s serves. The 
shrimp are plump and well-cooked, served 
with al dente rice and deficiously crumbly 
cornbread cakes on the side. Those who want 
sweet glazed shrimp will be happy; those who 
want a faithful bayou recreation will be disap- 
pointed. “That’s my chef’s recipe,” Fahlstrom 
said. “I gotta let him have creative freedom. 
We’re tuning it. We’ve added more butter 
and Worcestershire. I think it’s close.” 


Bottom line: Fahlstrom’s has all the good bits 
of Glenn’s Diner— the cereal wall and the 
fish specials— but unlike the current Glenn’s, 
Fahlstrom’s also has its namesake proprietor, 
the gregarious Glenn Fahlstrom. Not every 
dish was a home run, hut if you stay away 
from the gimmicks (cereal-crusted fish) and 
go with the classics (chowder, scallops), Fahl- 
strom’s could be a low-key alternative to a big 
downtown seafood dinner.
